Depend on Jesus, Not Own : 

Experience

there. Finally, I crawled out from

Then down in Florida, staying

I began to think about that, 
‘and then I thought of Jesus’ word 
‘to Nicodemus, “the wind bloweth 
where it listeth,” that is, where 
‘#t wants to. Jesus was saying to 
‘Nicodemus, “Nicodemus, you can- 
‘pot control and gauge and chart 
‘the course of the wind” (or the 
‘spirit—the same word is used for 
‘both, of course, in the New Testa- 
ment). He is saying a 
thing of the sovereignty of God 
back of it all. You cannot trace 
the movements of the spirit and 
regulate them and produce them 
when you will. You cannot do it. 
Then I thought of Simon Peter 
and ‘how he wanted to keep his 
experience and could not. He had 
something better; he had Jesus. 
And when the experience had 
passed away, he still had the Lord. 
And then and there I began to 
rejoice that although experiences 
come and. go, we always have 
Jesus, the same yesterday and to- 
day and forever. . 

When darkness veils His lovely 
face | 
I rest on His unchanging grace. 

All else may fail; but we still 
have Him. I am glad that God 
has not given me a dazzling ex- 
perience; because if He had, I 
might be running over the country 
telling everybody about it. Then 
folks would say, “I have never had 
an experience like that; maybe I 
have not had any experience at 
all.” I am so glad that as I go 
over the country, I can tell them 
that I have Christ, and that they 
can have Christ. Heaven and earth 
may pass away, but Jesus never 
fails. You. know, that was the 
experience of Thomas—he wanted 
evidence. He Said, “I won't be- 
lieve until I see the evidence.” He 
missed one prayer meeting and 
was an infidel for a week; you had 
better watch about missing prayer 
meetings! 

When Jesus appeared the next 
time, He said to Thomas, “Here 
is the evidence, but you had to 
see. Blessed are they that have 
pot seen, yet have believeth.” 
Thomas was asking for a smaller 
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blessing than he already had. 
When you ask God for signs, you 
are usually doing that—you are 
asking God for a-lesser blessing 
than you already have. You have 
the privilege of believing without 
seeing. When you ask God to give 
you a sign, you are asking for 
something smaller, because more 
blessed is he who believeth with- 
out seeing. -I am not discrediting 
your colorful experience, if you 
had an experience like that. 
Sometimes when we hear mission 
converts relate their hair-raising, 
blood-curdling stories, (and thank 
God for some of their stories of

Sweeter as the years go by.” 
Bragging On Jesus 

When you are occupied with 
Jesus Christ, you are always on 
safe ground. No preacher ever 
has to lie awake nights, regret- 
ting what he said when he was 
bragging on Jesus. You are al- 
ways on safe ground there. 

Some years’ ago in a small town 
in South Carolina, I was preaching 
in meetings. One afternoon I was 
strolling around over a cornfield, 
trying to get my thoughts togeth- 
er for the evening service. The 
Lord rebuked me for not preach- 
ing enough of Christ, the cen- 
trality of Christ. I said: “Lord, 
if this is really Thy leading, and 
not just a notion that I have in 
my head, give me a convert. to- 
night. We haven’t had any yet. 
Give me a straight-out, sure- 
enough conversion, not just a 
hand-raising, but a real conversion 
tonight.” . | 

I went back and preached and 
gave the invitation; nobody came. 
As I was dismissing the congrega- 
tion, under my breath I was Say- 
ing: “Lord, what about that con- 
vert I asked for?” It started to 
rain and the rain came down so 
hard that the congregation could 
not leave the church. A big, husky 
fellow came down an aisle and 
said: “Would you pray with me?” 
We went into the prayer room, 


-tand he took Christ as his Saviour. 


I do not think that just hap- 
pened. I think it was not a co- 
incidence; it was a _ providence. 


i From that day to this I have tried 
ito remember the lesson that I 


learned then, to keep Jesus Christ 


_ central in my preaching. You will 


never be off-center when He is 
at the center, because He is the 
center. For the past few years 
I have been going around the 


country, moving about among all 


the shades and grades and varie- 
ties and degrees of the saints of 
the Lord. I am having a grand 
time. I am just moving about 
over this country bragging on 
Jesus Christ. That is my busi- 
ness; I do not belong to any par- 
ticular outfit. They ask me: 
“What is your persuasion?” I tell 
them: “It is Paul’s persuasion; ‘I 
am persuaded that He is able to 
keep that which I have committed 
unto Him against that day.’ ”’ I en- 
joy working with all the saints of 
the Lord over the country. I do not 
have any particular bunch promo- 
ting me; I just move about among 
the saints. 


Christians Can Unite on Jesus 


But sometimes I get awfully 
weary of all this hair-splitting 
when we need to get back to Jesus 
Christ. I am like that old Dutch- 
man up in Grand Rapids who said: 
“What is all this argument? I 
sure would like to get in a good 
old Jesus meeting.” That is the 
way I feel about it; I want to get 
in a good old Jesus meeting again. 
I get so tired of all this conten- 
tion I do not know what to do. 
I feel as if I would like to go 
back to old Corinth Baptist 
Church where I grew up. If I 
could turn back the clock, I would 
like to get back to some of those 
days when those fellows did not 
analyze the Scripture so much; 
they just got up and preached 
Jesus Christ. We had a great 
time; they bragged on the Lord. I 
think we need to get back to some 
of that these days. 

I heard a church leader say 
sometime ago that when he was 
making a missionary tour of 
Africa there was one song that 
those natives had learned. They 
had heard the missionary sing it, 
and you could always get a crowd 
if you started to sing that or play 
it on an instrument. He said it 
was that song: “The great physi- 
cian now is here: the sympathiz- 
ing Jesus.” He said you could 
start playing that on an instru- 
ment or singing it and they would 
begin to come, because that at- 
tracted them. 

I told you the other night how 
that when Mr. Moody went to 
Scotland on his first missionary 
trip, the Scotch church had had 
a great split. They called it the 
Disruption. They had gotten into 
formalism, and modernism had 
come over from Germany. Mr. 
Moody did not know a thing in 
the world about that. But he did 
not go as an expert; he did not 
go over there lecturing on “What 
is the matter with Scotland?” 
“What is the matter with the 
church?” “Why have you had 
all these divisions?” He just went 
over there and preached Christ 
and Him crucified. Somebody said 
it seemed as though someone had 
set to music a tune that had been 
haunting thousands of ears. They 
wanted to hear something about 
Jesus Christ. The only way you 
will .ever get folks together is in 
Jesus Christ. That is the only 
way they will ever stay put. 

For three years of my life, when 
I was out of God’s will in the 
ministry, I made a living by mak- 


ing after-dinner speeches at all 


kinds of civic clubs and the like. 
I would tell a lot of jokes and pay 
the Lord a compliment at the end 
of the speech to ease my con- 


science. The only thing I ever) 


learned out of it was that you 
cannot get people together except 
in Jesus. You are wasting your 
time trying to get them together 


in anything else. All these or- 


ganizations for getting folks to- 
gether will not hold people to- 
gether after they are gotten to- 
gether. The only way you are 
going to hold people together is 
in Jesus. 

We talk about capital and labor. 
How are you ever going to get the 
employer and the employee to- 
gether? You will never get them 
together unless they are together 
in Jesus Christ. 3 

The only way you are going to 
get the white man and the black 
man: together is in Jesus. The 
problem will never be solved by 
starry-eyed idealists telling us 


how to do it. 
people get together, all these prob- 
lems*can be solved. 

I heard of a lady who went to 
a colored church to make fun of 
the meeting. She said: “TI got in 
there and had my heart changed. 


I went there to laugh, but when/ 


those colored folks began to sing, 
‘I Want to be Like Jesus in my 
Heart’, the first thing I knew tears 
were running down my cheeks. I 
had gone in there to laugh; I came 
out crying.” That is the way you 
get people together, around Christ. 


Rich man and poor man—how 
are you going to get them togeth- 
er? Only in Jesus. In the gospel 
is the only place where Joseph of 
Arimathaea and plain fishermen 
can both rejoice in the common 
grace of God. John Wanamaker 
and a Bowery bum—you get them 
together in grace. That is the only 
place. The learned and the un- 
learned, the educated and the un- 
educated—how are you going to 
get them together? In Jesus! 

D. L. Moody with his imperfect 
English could go to Scotland and 
the great theologians would come 
out. One day a young man in 
America went into a barber shop 
where D. L. Moody. happened to 
be, and’ the young man was so 
impressed with that strange, spir- 
itual power of. that man of 
God that he never got over it. 
That young man was Woodrow 
Wilson. They asked President 
Wilson in his later years if that 
really happened and he said: “Of 
course, it did. I have always had 
the highest admiration for D. L. 
Moody.” Woodrow Wilson was an 
intellectual man; D. L. Mooody 
was not. But they were brought 
together in grace. 

Society—how are you going to 
get the up-and-outs and the down- 
and-outs together? Only in Jesus 
Christ. Some years ago a justice 
of the United States Supreme 
Court came down one aisle of a 
Washington church and a Chinese 
laundryman down the other aisle 
to join the church. The pastor 
noticed the disparity between the 
two. When they finally reached 
the front and stood there, the 
pastor, knowing what everybody 
was thinking, said: “My friends, 
the ground is always level at the 
foot of the cross.” So it is. Where 
else is it so level? We talk about 
revivals today, and we have a lot 
of lectures on the subject. I will 
tell you when we will have a re- 
vival: when the saints of God fall 
in love with Christ all over again. 
That is what a revival is. It is 


But when God’s 


at the top of their voices. But 
it is loving Jesus that makes them 
sing as they ought to sing. We 
need to recover this radiance of 
the early church, and we shall 
find it when Christ is supreme in 
our hearts. 


When Philip went to Nathanael 
to win him te Jesus he did not 
say: “Now, Nathanael, I want to 
bring you twenty-five reasons why 
I believe He is the Messiah.” I do 
not think that he would have got- 
ten anywhere with that. He said: 
“We have found him.” . . . Come 
and see.” That is what we lack 
today. There is too much of this 
trying to persuade a fellow with 
twenty-five reasons instead of say- 
ing: “I have found Him.” Brother, 
if you have found Him, he will 
find it out too. 

Sometime ago a professor 
wrote a book on love. It was 
quite a book—two hundred pages 
of it. He was something of a phi- 
losopher and psychiatrist. The 
only trouble with that professor 
was he never had been in love, 
When he finished the manuscript 
he took it to a typist to get it set 
up for the publisher. The typist 
turned out to be a very lovely 
young lady. When their eyes met 
something happened to him that 
was not in the book! He was 
happier in five minutes with love 
in his heart than he had been all 
the years before with love in his 
head. We have a lot of friends 
of the Lord today who know all 
the doctrine; they can write a 
book about it. Yet sometimes, 
you wonder. You wonder what is 
the matter with us, that there is 
not among uS a super-abundance 
of old-fashioned love for Jesus, 
love for the saints and love for 
the sinners. “By this shall all-men 
know that ye are my disciples, if 
ye have love one to another.” We 
are tong on logic, long on labor, 
and short on love. We need the 
dynamic. We have programs, 
propaganda, personnel, pep; we 
need the passion. That is where 
we are short. 

I am so giad tonight that what- 
ever else- fails, Christ remains and 
when we know Him and are look- 
ing unto Him, He fills our hearts 
with the love of God. 

I am so glad tonight that when 
you have Christ, He does not fail. 
That is the testimony that will 
abide. Micah lived in a very sad 
day, and he got-to a place where 
he said that everybody had failed. 
He said that a man could not trust 
his friend, even his wife, It must 
have been a sad state. But when

‘the wicked from his wicked way, 
-to save his life; the same wicked 


man shall die in his iniquity [He 
will die in his iniquity whether 
we warn him or not]; but his 
blood [the blood of the wicked 
man who dies in his iniquity] 
will I require at thine hand.” 

I am afraid of that verse of 
Scripture. I do not want the blood 
of men and women who are bound 
for eternity to be on my hands. If 
people must go away into ever- 
lasting punishment, God grant it 
shall be in spite of the fact that 
earnest entreaty and warning is 
given them from the people of 
God. 

The Bible says plainly there are 
just two ways a human being can 
die: he can die’ in his sins, as we 
have been reading here; or he 
can die in the Lord Jesus Christ. 
Jesus says that the people who 
die in the Lord go into life eter- 
nal, and He says that the people 
who die in sin go away into ever- 
lasting punishment. 


Unsaved Sinners Miss Heaven 


I warn you, my friend, as you 
listen to the sound of my voice 


now; that if you die in your sin, 


you will miss Heaven. My author- 
ity for that statement is_ the 
Words of the Lord Jesus Christ 
in John 8:21, “Then said Jesus 
again unto them, I go my way, 
and ye shall seek me, and shall 
die in your sins: whither 1 go, ye 
cannot. come.” I turn to John, 
ehapter 14, and read these pre- 
cious words to find out where 
Jesus went when He was 
raised from the dead.

ingly winks while I sin, I warn 
you that Jesus said if you die in 
your sin, you will not go to 
Heaven. You will miss Heaven, 
my lost friend, if you die in you 
sins. 


Unsaved Sinners Go to Hell 


And then the Bible said plain- 
ly that you will go to Hell. I read 
in Psalms 9:17, “The wicked shall 
be turned into hell, and all the 
nations that forget God.” — 


I read in Luke 16, verses 22 to 
24, where Jesus says, “~. .. the 
rich man also died, and was bur- 
ied; And in hell he lift up his eyes, 
being in torments, and = seeth 
Abraham afar off, and Lazarus in 
his bosom. And he cried and said, 
Father Abraham, have mercy on 
me, and send Lazarus, that he 
may dip the tip of his finger in 
water, and coo] my tongue; for I 
am tormented in this flame.” 


“IT wonder what God means,” 
somebody says. Jesus said, 
“Flame.” I read in Matthew 5:22 
{Jesus is speaking], “ ... and 
whosoever shall say, Thou fool, 
shall be in danger of hell fire.” 
Somebody asks me, “Brother Bar- 
nard, do you believe there is any 
fire in Hell?” Jesus said so; I am 
quoting Jesus. I read from 
Matthew 13, verses 41 and 42. I 
am quoting the Lord Jesus Christ. 
He is describing this awful place 
that you will spend eternity in if 
you die «in your sin. He says: 
“The Son of man shall send forth 
his angels, and they shall gather 
out of his kingdom all things that 
offend, and them which do _in- 
iquity; And shall cast them into 
a furnace of fire: there shall be 
wailing and gnashing of teeth.” 
Somebody says: “Brother Bar- 
nard, do you believe there is a 
furnace of fire in HeH?” I am not 
arguing about it; I am quoting 
the words of the Lord Jesus 
Christ. Somebody says: “That is 
symbolical.” Okay, maybe it is; 
Jesus said they shall be cast into 
a furnace of fire. 


I quote the Lord’s Word again, 
Matthew 25:41 ‘“‘Then shall he say 
also unto them on the left hand, 
Depart from me, ye cursed, into 
everlasting fire, prepared for the 
devil and his angels.” | 


I quote from the ninth chapter 
of Mark. Jesus said if your foot 
causes you to stumble, cut it off, 
take it off. It is better to go to 
Heaven with one foot than to go 
to'Hell with two, where the fire 
is not quenched and the worm 
dieth not. If your hand causes you 
to.stumble; cut it off. Jesus said 
it is better to go to Heaven with 
one hand than to go to Hell with 
two, where the fire is not 
quenched and the worm dieth not.

And He spoke of a place 
where wailing and gnashing of 
teeth shall be the order of the 
day. I warn you, if you die in 
your sin, you will spend eternity 
in the fires of eternal Hell.

Judgment 


I warn you, in the third place, 
that if you die in your sin—there 
are but two ways to die: to die 
in the Lord Jesus Christ, with 
your faith fixed in Him, or to die 
in your sin. And I warn you, if 
you die in your sin, you will be 
dragged out of Hell and brought 
to stand before the Son of God 
at the judgment bar of God, John 
5:22 says: “For the Father judg- 
eth no man, but hath committed 
all judgment unto the Son.” In 
Revelation 20: 11, 12, we read, 
“And I saw a great white throne, 
and him that sat on it, from 
whose face the earth and the 
heaven fled away; and there was 
found no place for them [There 
was not any place to go; the men 
had to come to judgment], And I 
saw the dead, small and great, 
stand before God; and the books 
were opened: and another book 
was opened, which is the book of 
life: and the dead were judged 
out of those things which were 
written in the books according 
to their works.” 


People now in Hell will be 
dragged out of Hell yonder in that 
far-off day—or maybe not so far 
—who knows?—and brought to 
stand and face the Son of God as 
H>- sits on His throne of judgment 
with the records that we have 
written in our daily lives if, in re- 
jecting Christ, we go on out to 
die without Him as our.

But that is not all. I warn you 
that you will miss Heaven if you 
die in your sins. I warn you that 
you will go to Hell if you die in 
your sin.

And I warn you that 
the last verse of the twentieth 
chapter of the Revelation of 
Christ has this awful phrase, 
“And whosoever was not found 
written in the book of life was 
cast ... "—was cast!

People 
will not willingly go to Hell; no- 
body will choose to go to Hell. 
But they will be cad into the lake 
of fire. I say to you, my friend, 
that if you die in your sin, the 
avenging angels of Jesus Christ 
will one day find it their solemn 
duty to take you by force and cast 
you into the lake of fire which 
burneth, the Bible says in another 
place, with fire and brimstone. 


Oh, my wouldn’t that be awful 
if I had to close now? But I 
cannot close without saying, 
thank God, I will not miss Heaven. 
Jesus died for me, and I am 
mighty glad of it. I am going to 
the place He prepared for the 
folks that put their faith in Him. 
I am not going to Hell. Jesus 
said, “Except ye repent, ye shall 
all likewise perish.” But thank 
God, I repented and looked in 
faith to Jesus Christ; and I shall 
never perish. I am not going to 
be dragged to the judgment bar 
of God, for Jesus said: “Verily, 
verily, I say unto you, He that 
heareth my word, and believeth 
on him that sent me, hath ever-

As our men turned him 
over, hoping to ease his last 
moments, that dying enemy sum- 
moned his waning strength, pulled 
a hand grenade from his shirt, 
quickly withdrew the firing pin, 
and threw it at the commander in 
a futile attempt to kill those who 
had come to relieve him. 


This thanklessness is not re- 
stricted to battlefields. Ingratitude 
is’ one of the world’s most fre- 
quent sins. It is found in business 
and politics, among high and low, 
rich and poor, learned and illiter- 
ate; and it is often found even in 
the home, where it should least be 
expected. A wife works day and 
night to assist her husband; yet, 
after using her money, her labor, 
her counsel as stepping stones to 
success, the ungrateful man dis- 
cards her in favor of a younger 
and prettier woman. Parents deny 
themselves all but the  barest 
necessities to send their son 
through college; but, ‘as your let- 
ters reveal, too frequently after 
commencement the young gradu- 
ate completely severs his connec- 
tion with Father and Mother, re- 
fusing even to write them. 


Among all forms of unthankful- 
ness, however, unquestionably the 
worst is ingratitude to Christ, the 
spurning of His redemption, the 
refusal to recognize His love. Our 
text (Saint Luke, chapter seven- 
teen, verses twelve to nineteen) 
deals with this thanklessness, and 
it tells us: “As he [Jesus] entered 
into a certain village, there met 
him ten men that were lepers, 
which stood afar off: And they 
lifted up their voices, and said, 
Jesus, Master, have mercy on us. 
And when he saw them, he said 
unto them, Go show yourselves 
unto the priests. And it came 
to pass, that, as they went, they 
were cleansed. And one of them, 
when he saw that he was healed, 
turned back, and with a loud voice 
glorified God, And fell down on 
his face at his feet, giving him 
thanks: and he was a Samaritan. 
And Jesus answering said, Were 
there not ten cleansed? but where 
are the nine? There are not found 
that returned to give glory to 
God, save.this stranger. And he 
said unto him, Arise,;’*go thy way: 
thy faith hath made thee whole.” 
Saint Luke’s remarkable record 
suggests this personal question: 


Are You Thankful to Christ? 


Are you one of the unapprecia- 
tive 90 percent, or are you a mem- 
ber of that mindful minority, the 
thankful tenth? May God’s Holy 
Spirit bless this message that 
many. recognize our Lord’s cleans- 
ing of their souls and daily show 
their gratitude for His redemp- 
tion!

Screaming hoarsely, they pleaded, 
“Jesus, Master, have mercy on 
us!” They were the most despised 
and forsaken souls in that drab 
place, for they were lepers, the 
victims of a dread disease, the 
nauseous horror of which, in its 
worst forms, many today can 
hardly believe. It is a deep-rooted 
skin disorder that first of all 
makes the hair fall off, loosens the 
nails, destroys the eyebrows. As 
it becomes worse, the gums rot, 
the teeth fall out; joints, fingers, 
toes, shrivel and drop off. In its 
most hideous forms, face and fea- 
tures are consumed. Travelers in 
the East tell us how they are con- 
fronted by outcasts with eyeless, 
earless, noseless faces, raising 
handless arms in entreaty and 
gurgling weird sounds from tongue- 
less throats. The disease was so 
repulsive that its victims, banished 
from their villages or cities, had 
to live apart in lonely, loathsome 
places. Their dress and appear- 
ance showed that they were lepers, 
since they were forbidden to comb 
their hair, and their garments had 
to be torn. . 

‘The ten lepers had heard of 
Jesus, for the startling news that 
He had cured hundreds, not once 


failing to restore health, had made: 


its way even to their vile huts, 
dirty caves, and tattered tents. 
No wonder these ten diseased 
wretches eagerly awaited the Sav- 
iour’s coming and greeted Him, as 
soon as they beheld Him approach- 
ing from the distance, with the 
plea, “Jesus, Master, have mercy 
on us!” 


No appeal like that ever re- 
mained unanswered by the Saviour. 
Others might hastily pass these 
sufferers or answer them with a 
snarling curse, but not Christ! He 
was always an unfailing Friend to 
the lonely and afflicted. Before 
the lepers could form their pointed 
request: “O Jesus, heal us from 
this terrifying scourge! Cleanse 
us!” the blessed Saviour had pro- 
vided for their cure. Without a 
moment’s hesitation, the ten tor- 
tured men started off; and hardly 
had they begun their hurried 
march into the village, when, by 
a miracle that only God could per- 
form, new life began to course 
through their veins, the leprous 
scabs and sores disappeared, the 
consuming disease was stopped. 
They were completely restored. 


The same almighty, all-merciful 
Saviour has lost none of His cur- 
ing power. Today is “Shut-in Sun- 
day,” dedicated to the more than 
4,000,000 temporary or permanent 
invalids ‘within our borders. Think 
of their burdens! Many of them 
are tortured by unrelieved pain. 
Crippled, paralyzed, they cannot 
begin to take care of themselves 
but must live from the kindness 
of others. Weak and infirm of 
body, they are unable to attend 
church or behold nature’s beauty. 
Day after day, as they find them- 
selves surrounded by the same 
four walls, their feeling of utter 
helplessness increases. This year 
our hearts should be moved espe- 
cially by a new group of shut-ins, 
our disabled soldiers. When peo- 
ple read, for example, that 1,135 


| of our men were wounded at Attu, 


many glance over this dispatch 
without further thought of the 
agonies these injured men endure. 
Warfare is more destructive today 
than ever before; and if we could 
see all the wounded, blind, crip- 
pled, and realize that they fought 
and bled for us, assuredly we 
would count it a sacred privilege 
to encourage and sustain them. 


Where can these sufferers. find 


hope? What is the personal mes-

inite hope? Are they simply vic- 


One who “sticketh closer than a 


brother,” for love that will not 
let you go, for unfailing guidance 
through the deepest darkness of 
your distress, for unwavering con- 
fidence than can dry your tears, 
look to the Lord Jesus, God's Son, 
your Redeemer! When you trust 
Him entirely and believe with all 
your heart that He endured the 
agonies of the crucifixion to guar- 
antee your redemption, you have 
the one promise which can sustain 
you throughout long, weary years 
of increasing pain, or, should it 
be God’s will, during the anguish 
of approaching death. : 

On this Shut-in Sunday you will 
receive much sympathy and en- 
couragement. You will be told: 
“Conquer your sorrows!” “Develop 
a heroic spirit!” “Strengthen your 
own powers of resistance!” ‘Look 
for the best!” “Strive after cheer- 
fulness!” But deep in your hearts 
you know that these are all empty 
words unless they are fortified by 
divine power. Thank God, here in 
Christ’s mercy you have heavenly 
strength! If you have become em- 
bittered; if you wonder why you 
have been singled out to suffer; 
if, as some of you write, you are 
losing your reliance on the Al- 
mighty since He has not heard 
you, let this be a blessed day as 
you turn to Christ and learn these 
glorious, Heaven-sent truths: First 
of all, when you have. accepted 
Jesus as your Saviour, whatever 
your sickness or injury may be, 
however weak and worn you are 
by age or infirmity, you can have 
the confident assurance that God 
has permitted these sorrows to be- 
set you because He loves you; 
That each moment of crushing 
anguish, as contradictory as this 
seems to your limited reason, is 
but the evidence of His unfailing 
devotion to you. “Whom the Lord 
loveth he chasteneth,” the Scrip- 
tures remind. us. It is not human 
theory, but positive, divine truth 
that if illness or accident has over- 
taken you, as one of the eternally 
redeemed, your Father will use 
this affliction to strengthen you 
spiritually, to make you a more 
faithful follower of the Saviour. 
Who knows what might have hap- 
pened if you had been allowed to 
live your lives undisturbed by sick- 
ness, unbroken by reverses? ~You 
might now be on the road to Hell. 
If the Father had not checked 
your health and prosperity, some 
of you would have become so self- 
reliant that you would have turned 
against Him and spurned your 
Saviour. Because your souls were 
too precious in Jesus’ sight to be 
lost, the Lord let you come down 
on sickbeds that you might take 
valuable, soul-strengthening time, 
to consider what He has done for 
you. Hundreds of people, in vari- 
ous sections of the country, weak- 
ened by the most excruciating 
agonies, have written me that God 
has used the months and years of 
their sickness and pain to make 
them strong spiritually and to give 
the Saviour a far greater place 
in their lives than He ever had 
before. 


Again, many of you have been 
overtaken by illness, so that, forti- 
fied by faith, you can bring the 
message of Christ’s redeeming love 
to others. We have a blind friend 
who transcribes our messages into 
Braille (let me remind you sight- 
less listeners that we will . be 
happy to send you special litera- 
ture in almost any raised-letter 
system you may use) and who has 
learned to thank God for depriv- 
ing her of her sight. She feels 


than she might have otherwise in 


spreading the message of the 
Saviour’s love. All you shut-ins 


can become powerful preachers of 
patience, trust, resignation. In 
Marietta, Georgia, the “Sunshine 


Man” tells me that, although he 


for many years has also done 


much to spread Christ’s sustain- 
ing comfort.. She writes: “Just 
keep on teaching and preaching 
the blood of Jesus as long as you 
live! I write to people all over 
the United States and Canada, and 
they ask me, ‘Why are you so 
happy when you are confined to 
your room all the time?’ My only 
answer is, ‘Because I have Jesus 
with me to lead me on, to comfort 
me.’ bP 


Dark and lonely hours will come 
to you even when you believe; 
but then you have the radiant 
assurance that, trusting the Sav- 
iour, you need never be alone. His 
promise, “Lo, I am with you al- 
way, even unto the end of the 
world!” is the heavenly guarantee 
that He will come to you, banish 
all loneliness, and watch at your 
side though all others may forsake 
you, Jesus spent more time with 
the sick and suffering than He 
did with any other class of human- 
ity, and today He has thoughts 
of love for you. 


Even more: Jesus can repeat His 
miracle of healing. Believe un- 
questioningly that no disease is 
too difficult for Him, no sickness 
too long and desperate to be cured 
if He, the world’s Saviour, wills 
it. We should give Christ a more 
decisive place in modern medicine 
and surgery, realizing as some of 
the world’s most celebrated phy- 
sicians have acknowledged, that 
God alone is the great Healer and 
medical specialists but His human 
instruments. Among the most 
arrogant, and therefore the most 
pitiable, of all men are atheist, 
infidel doctors, who despite their 
highly technical knowledge and 
their intricate study of the human 
body. refuse to recognize the Al- 
mighty and ascribe their achieve- 
ments to themselves. How differ- 
ent the attitude of Christian phy- 
Sicians who always invoke divine 
help, insisting that prayers are as 
essential as prescriptions, faith in 
the Bible as necessary as reliance 
on textbooks! 


As I ask you medical men to 
accord the Lord His place in the 
sick chamber, and the operating 
room, emphasizing that the 
Saviour has lost none of His power 
to help and heal, I also warn you, 
the shut-in friends, against accept- 
ing the counsel of those who tell 
you to forget your doctor and’ 
medicine and who promise that 
they can cure you miraculously. 
Not a word of Scripture says that 
physicians are unnecessary, and so 
much fraud has been attached to 
the work of faith-healers that 
their claims should be regarded 
with suspicion. Only last week a 
listener wrote that at a large 
faith-healing meeting a woman 
saw her maid, otherwise strong 
and healthy, come to the platform 
with crutches, to be cured—sup- 
posedly—on the spot and throw 
her crutches away.—lInquiry re- 
vealed that the woman received 
five dollars every time she prac- 
ticed this deceit—While I will 
defend with all my power the 
truth that Jesus can heal you, I 
will just as emphatically deny any 
one the right to insist that He 
must heal you or that certain per- 
sons have full power to cure. Put 
your whole trust in Christ! He 
knows what is best for you. If 
He restores your health, show your 
gratitude by walking closely with 
the Saviour for the rest of your 
days. ‘Should He permit you to 
linger on your sickbed, pray for

done,” and to know in unshaken

'Where is the mighty coast-to-coast 
chorus of 135,000,000 Americans 
exalting the cross, the blood, the 
Gospel grace of salvation?” The 
Almighty has blessed us as the 
citizens of no other nation. War's 
horror has not touched our shores. 
We have fewer casualties than 
our allies. The food supply in this 
country, despite rationing, is un- 
questionably more ample than in 
any other part of the world. Be- 
sides these material blessings, we 
enjoy individual and national liber- 
ties which the rest of the world 


can regard only with awe and 
amazement. 


How have we acknowledged 
these unparalleled benefits? Have 
we raised a continuous, country- 
side hymn of praise to the great 
and glorious God? If every Ameri- 
can would spend an hour each day 
on his knees in earnest prayer to 
the Lord, even that devotion 
would be far too small worthily 
to express our indebtedness to 
divine mercy for the overflowing 
bounty which Heaven has granted 
us. Yet to our dismay we see 
deep-rooted ingratitude through- 
out the land. Unbelievers are on 
the increase. The basis of our 
Christian faith is systematically 
attacked. Only recently a radio 
commentator published a so-called 
new Bible (which sells for five 


dollars a copy) in which the 
precious name of Jesus Christ is 
blasphemed, the Saviour’s deity 
ridiculed, the atonement rejected, 
the message of the saving blood 


opposed, and the promise of sal- 
vation through faith swept aside. 
That false, treacherous book, mas- 


querading under the title of the 
Bible, is only one of hundreds of 
volumes published every year to 
discredit the eternal truth of our 
redemption. Behind these books 
is a system of pagan culture which 
leaves no room for the Almighty, 
proudly insists that man must be 
his own saviour, and confidently 
predicts that we shall win this 
war by our own might. A most 
disturbing factor in the present 
crisis is this, that too many lead- 
ers in American business, society, 
government, professional life, are 
without Christ or against Him; 
that despite their irreligion they 
are hailed as men and women of 
the hour. 


We must fight this thankless 
tendency by doing everything we 
can to lead America to a re- 
pentant knowledge of its unspeak- 
able indebtedness to God. Our 
missionary forces should be multi-

He 
“turned back and with a loud voice 
glorified God, and fell down on his 


face at his feet, giving him 


thanks.” I beseech you, follow 
this Samaritan’s humility and 


accepted that despised man’s de- 
votion, just as He recognizes no

class, caste, or color distinction 
today, and the white man, the 
black man, the red man, the yel- 
low man, all without discrimina- 
tion, are welcomed into His king- 
dom. Looking down tenderly on 
the man who never before had re- 
ceived a smile of encouragement 
from an Israelite, Jesus tells him, 
“Arise, go thy way; thy faith hath 
made tnee whole!” 


Linger for a moment on these 
words, “Thy faith hath made thee 
whole”! He had been doubly 
healed, cured of his leprosy and 
cleansed of his sin. That inner 
healing, the greater miracle, was 
wrought, not by the Samaritan’s 
good works or good intentions, by 
payment or contribution, by su- 
perior merit or above-the-average 
worthiness, but by the simple, 
trusting faith which worshiped 
Jesus as his Savior.

not by congregation offices or. re- 
ligious » society memberships, not 
by a social gospel or an ethical 
gospel, not by. self-denial and self- 
torture. Thank God, all this un- 
certainty has been removed!. You 
and £ are saved only, but wholly 
and eternally, by grace, through 
faith in the full, free, final finished 
mercies of the Lord Jesus. 


Have you thanked Christ for 
this compassion? Have you lived 
a life of daily gratitude for the 
glorious pardon which makes you 
free?: As you confess your thank- 
fulness, selfishness, lack of appre- 
ciation for His love, may you, the 
sick and invalid confined to your 
rooms; you, the wounded and in- 
jured in our military hospitals; 
you, the young and the old on the 
nation’s vital home front, all of 
you, be given the courage and con- 
fidence of faith required to raise 
your hand in this oath of undying 
allegiance: “O Jesus, Redeemer 
of my soul, I thank Thee with 
every fiber of my being for the 
mercy, the self-sacrifice on the 
cross, that redeemed me, a lost 
and condemned creature. Grate- 
fully I accept the _ cleansing 
granted by Thy blood. Humbly I 
pledge myself to live with the 
Spirit’s help in gratitude for Thy 
grace.

From the Savior’s endless, age- 
less love comes this promise of 
pardon and peace, life and light, 
heaven and eterndl happiness, 
“Thy faith hath made _ thee 
whole!”

he got past all that, he turned 
to the Lord. Thank God that in 
a day like this we can turn to 


Him and find that He abides, 
whatever else fails. Health is go- 


ing to fail everyone of us one of 


these days. There will come a 
time when we shall have fo send 


a message to the Lord: “He whom 
Thou lovest, she whom thou 
lovest, .is dead.’ Some people 
can turn to the Great Physician 
and be healed, but some are not. 
I will not go into that tonight; 
I cannot explain it. I leave some 
things for God to explain. 


I was preaching in the Alliance 
Tabernacle in New York City 
some years ago, and my sister was 
lying at the point of death in a 
hospital in Statesville, North Car- 
olina. I called the congregation 
to prayer in her behalf, and then 
went to my room and put in a 
long-distance call immediately 
after the close of the service. Her 
husband said: “Well, a strange 
thing happened. She = suddenly 
took a turn for the better in the 
last hour.” She got well; the Lord 
healed her. Nothing else in the 
world could have done her a bit 
of good. She was past that. 

But I was in Oswald Smith’s 
church in Toronto and an evan- 
gelist friend of mine down South 
had the sad experience of having 


his little son four years of age 


horribly burned while playing 
with playmates. They sent a wire 
to me and asked that Dr. Smith 
and I call the congregation togeth- 
er for prayer in his behalf. We 
did; but the little boy passed 
away. Yet, out of all that tragedy 
there came a blessing. 


Well, you see, there is one thing 
about it; whether you get well or 
whether you do not, you Can Say: 
“For whether we live, we live unto 
the Lord; and whether we die, we 
die unto the Lord: whether we live 
therefore, or die, we are the 
Lord’s. 


Jesus Is Better Than iéctiaei 


And then your feelings are going 
to fail you. Your are not going to 
always feel as you want to. Two 
of the most rugged characters in 
the Bible had a nervous break- 
down. Did you ever think of that? 
Elijah, in the Old Testament, 
folded up under the juniper. He 
said. “All the good folks are dead 
but me, and I might as well go 
too.” There he was—just caved 
in. You remember John the Bap- 
tist in prison. It is one thing to 
stand on Jordan and give it; it 
is another thing to stay in jail 
and take it. Here he is ‘in jail; 
and he is down in the mouth. He 
sent a delegation to Jesus, asking, 
“Are you the one?” That was a 
pretty serious thing for .John the 
Baptist to say. But I am so glad 
that Jesus did not bawl him out. 
Jesus did not reprove him, “For 
he knoweth our frame; he remem- 
bereth that we are dust.” I am 
so glad He did not send him a 
cheap tract on “How to be Happy. 
in Jail.” He said the best thing 
He ever said about John the Bap- 
tist on the day John the Baptist 
said the poorest thing he ever said 
about Jesus. I am glad for that. 
I am glad the Lord does not give 
us tit for tat along those lines. 
He knows our frame. Jesus said: 
“Go back and tell John I am run- 
ning on schedule. The blind are 
seeing; the deaf are hearing; the 
dead are being raised. I am going 
on schedule.” 

God sometimes may seem to be 
slow, but He is. never late. God 
is on schedule. This world looks 
pretty bad tonight; but one thing 
makes me happy, and that is, bless 
God, I am on the winning side. 
When this thing is all over and 


' the smoke is all cleared away, I 


know Who is going to be on the 
throne. It is not going to be the 
devil either; because “Jesus shall 
reign where’re the sun does his 
successive journeys run.” Do not 


let your feelings get you down; 
you still have Jesus. 

You remember that when Jesus 
was walking on the water, the 
disciples said: “Oh, it is a spirit; 
it is an apparition; it is a spook.” 
Do you ever feel that way? Some- 
times we get scared and we do 
not understand the Lord’s appear- 
ances. I meet saints all over the 
land who have bugaboos and hob- 
goblins in their lives. Do you have 
a ghost in your life? It was Ham- 
bone who told about meeting a 
ghost. He said: “I recht out my 
hand to tech it, and it wasn’t 
there; and then it recht out to 
tech me, and I wasn’t there.” 
Maybe that is the way you feel 
about ghosts. Do you have an ap- 
parition in your life—something 
you are scared of? I know some- 
thing of these imaginary fears to- 
day. They remind me of a col- 
ored man in Georgia. He found 
himself at midnight in the middle 
of a graveyard. You know the 
affinity of colored people for a 
graveyard. He got scared, started 
to run, fell over a couple of tomb- 
stones, and scratched himself un- 
mercifully getting through the 
bushes. The next morning someone 
said to him: “Don’t you know a 
ghost can’t hurt you? “Yassuh,” 
he said, “I knows dat, but dey can 
make you hurt yourself.” And 
sometimes these imaginary things, 
these fears, make you hurt your- 
self. You think there is nothing 
to them; and yet there is some- 
thing to them. 

I went through two years of 
the darkest depression of mind, 
and my heart has always gone 
out to people who have suffered 
from mental depression and nerv- 
ous exhaustion. There never were 
So many as there are today. There 
are just two classes of people in 
the world: people who have had 
experience and people who have 
not and who laugh at folks who 
have had that experience. But if 
you ever have it, you will not 
laugh any more. _ I learned a few 
things that I never would have 
learned ih any other way. You 
learn some things at two and 
three in the morning when sleep 
will not come. If you haye ever 
met the Lord, you will seek a bet- 
ter meeting and a deeper meeting 
than ever you had before; and you 
will get it. But I thank God that 
the Lord is greater than our feel- 
ings. Somebody has said that fear 
is the dark room where human neg- 
atives are made. I am so glad for 
the great positive, Jesus Christ, 
greater than all the negatives. 
When our friends fail us, we still 
have Him. That is what the 
Psalmist said: ‘My own familiar 
friend has turned against me.’ But 
he went right on to say: “But 
Thou, O Lord.” Paul said it: “No 
man stood with me. ... Notwith- 
standing the Lord.” 


You Can Always Tell Jesus 


I am so glad that when your 
best friends have gone, you can 
tell Him. You remember we are 
told. that when John the Baptist 
had been beheaded, his disciples 
buried the body—and went and 
told Jesus. You can always tell 
Him. When the church fails, and 
how it does fail, not the true 
church—the gates of Hell shall 
not prevail against it—but the 
professing church, oh, how it fails. 
I think of that father who brought 
his demonized boy to Jesus. His 


disciples could not cast the demons. 


out and the’ father said: “I 
brought him to thy disciples, and 
they could not...” That is the 
state of the church today, but 
I am so glad he did not go home 
with the boy. He waited for Jesus, 
and Jesus said: “Bring him hither 
to me.” I can still say if your 
church fails, your Christ does not 


fail. We are living in a demonized } 


world today. It gets over into the 
church. Our churches are rent 
with dissension. There is not the 
love of God there ought to be, of 


course. I get ashamed of it; some- 
times I feel as if I want to go out 


and apologize to the world for 
some of our churches. Oh, how 
many of us have never learned the 
lesson that Simon Peter learned. 
Peter first asked the Lord: “What 
will we have?” But on the day 
that he met the man in the gate 
of the temple, the sick man, he 
said: “Such as I have give I 
thee.” A lot of water had run 
under the bridge between the day 
Peter said: “What are You going 
to give me?” and the day he Said, 
“What I have I give You.” Too 
many folks today want to know: 
“What do I get?” God help us 
to get to the place where what 
we have we gladly give, in the 
name of the Lord. 


Civilization Fails But Not 
Jesus 

Finally, civilization may fail, but 
Jesus will not fail. I wonder to- 
night if you have grown very dis- 
couraged over the state of things. 
Well, you have a right to if you 
are just looking around. But I 


am so glad that we still have the 
Lord. 


A few years ago I left Maran- 
atha Bible Conference. I got a 
telegram saying: ‘Your Mother is 
very ill.” Dr. Bob Jones, Sr., fol- 
lowed me out to the car and put 
his arm around my neck and had 
a word of prayer. Before I got 
home Mother had passed away. 
The last words she ever sent to 
me, she dictated to my crippled 
brother; whose hands were all 
twisted with infantile paralysis 
and while she herself stood on 
crutches. She said: “Tell Vance 
to keep up the good fight, for God 
is with him; and ‘if God be for us, 
who canbe against us?’ I would 
rather have the old-fashioned faith 
of an old-fashioned mother like 
that than all the gold and silver 
you could give me. That is all 
that matters. Mother knew that 
when everything else failed, we 
still have Jesus. 


I want to say to you tonight, 
whatever load you brought into 
this church, you have no business 
carrying it alone. Christ Said: 
“Come unto me... and I will 
give you rest.” But you have to 
receive it; you have to believe 
on it; you have to trust Him. 
You cannot get to Heaven on 
somebody else’s religion. You can- 
not get there on your wife’s re- 
ligion; you cannot get there on a 
church record; you cannot get 
there doing the best you can; you 
cannot get there following your 
conscience; you cannot get there 
following the Golden Rule. You 
have to come to Jesus as He said 
and. take Him as your Personal 
Saviour.

in Bible study, devotion to Christ, 
and have seen so many bereaved 


Tear out on 
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and troubled people comforted, 
all by Christian literature, that I 
feel we ought seriously to try to 
get the best Christian reading in 
all the homes of America. 


Jehovah Witnesses go up and 
down the land with volunteer 
salesmen, knocking at doors and 
selling at nominal prices or giving 
away the literature of Judge 
Rutherford and other writers who 
denounce the United States 
Government, denounce the preach- 
ers and churches, anc. yet they do 
not give the plan of ‘salvation. 
They pervert the Bible, they teach. 
sinners that there is no permanent 
Hell, they tell the neglecting sin- 
ners that there is no special hurry 
to be saved, since they will have 
another-chance to repent during 
the Kingdom Age. This literature 
ought to be counter-balanced by 
good sound Bible literature. 


The Seventh Day Adventists 
are spreading their literature far 
and wide. Literally millions of 
dollars are spent by them in 
spreading their literature, teach- 
ing that Seventh Day Adventists 
only are true to the Bible, that 
to keep Sunday is a mark of the 
Beast, and an evidence of certain 
doom to those who do not repent. 
They mislead the people with 
their literature. But sound Chris- 
tian people ought to be more 
active than these cults. and isms. 

In railway stations and bus sta- 
tions and other public buildings, 
Christian Scientists have racks 
from which theif literature may 
be taken freely and is taken 
freely by the traveling — public. 
Thousands of people who were 
once members of orthodox church- 
es have now turned to the vag- 
aries, the emptiness of Christian 
Science. This false cult has no 
gospel of salvation. It does not 
preach the blood of Christ. It says 
that man is not fallen, that there 
is no such thing as sin, that peo- 
ple do not need to be born again. 
It exalts Mary Baker Eddy as 
equal with Christ. It has no blood, 
no redemption, no regeneration to 
preach, and yet this false cult 
spreads its literature by the hun- 
dreds of thousands of copies in 


‘America. Sound Christians ought 


to see that good literature is put 
in the hands of people everywhere. 
On the newsstands there is a 
flood of filth. Today I looked at 
the “Wild West” stories, the love 
stories, the cartoon comic books, 
the True Confessions, the books 
and magazines that are full of 
lust and killing and sin on a rail- 
road. station newsstand. This 
literature, thrown before the faces 
of people all the time, has much 
about drink, much about love- 
making and sex, has much about 
making money and gambling. But 
it hds nothing about Jesus Christ 
and the Bible and Heaven and 
Hell and eternity. Oh, fellow- 
Christians, we are guilty before 
God if we do not fill up the homes 
of the people as fast as we can 
with good Christian literature! ~

“One of the remarkable . evi- 
dences of your divinely guided 
leadership, was the ever increas- 
ing great crowds and the fusing 
together of some fifteen different 
denominations in splendid unity, 
especially after you arrived and 
the services began.

“Christ for Warren” meetings 
were held in Warren, Ohio, June 
24th to July 15th, under the lead- 
ership of Evangelist R. J. Wells 
of Wheaton, Illinois, and Henry 
Holmbo of Chicago as _ song 
leader. 

“The meetings were held under 
a big tent which had been erected 
on the County Fair Grounds, and 
which seated a thousand people.
